We left Lima at half-pasl seven ill the

Hero the atmosphere 
was clear and warm, the climate remind- 
ing me very much of a May day at home, 
i I r u d i i u l l y leaving the plain behind us, 
t he eon n j r\ began to get more m o u n t a i n - 
ous, and we found ourselves steaming n\* 
the valley of t h e Ki mac, the river on 
which I j i i n i i is situated. Following its 
windings for ten or twelve miles We ap- 
proached San liartolome, whore we made 
another stoppage. Here one of our par- 
ty, a gentleman well aoi|iiuinted with the 
road, took us to the roar of the station 
where we found a beautiful little garden 
in u grove of eucalyptus trees. 
Ho told 


us that while the road was building, up- 
wards of seven thousand workmen died 
of a malaria, termed "Oroya fever." To 
dispel this. Meigs conceived the happy 
iilea of 'planting these trees, with Ihe

results. 
Having ex- 


plained the presence of t h i s little grove, 
our friend drew our attention to the 
mountain side, looking up which several 
hundred foct.l saw what

mule path.

that that was Iho track. 
So far the road 


had been comparatively straight; 
from 


I h i s point the real ascent of 
the moiin 


t a i n s began. 
It was yet. a question w i t h 


me how we were going to roach thai 
"mule path," bill a few minutes demon- 
strated its accessibility. 
Wo wont on a 


turn table, turned around, and started 
back in the direction from which we had 
jnsteomc, but', on another track which 
hugged the m o u n t a i n . Soon we were at 
tin clevttlion where wo could look down, 
u n t i l San liartolome was directly below 
us. 
[looking over liio edge of the dill', 


which was nncotnI'orlably near the track, 
wo could see the station with its clump 
of frees, a mere speck of green. 


Five miles hy truck from San Barto- 


lonie we crossed Vorrugas 
Bridge, a 


wonderful structure more than six hun- 
dred feet in length. It is built over a 
gorge and rests upon throe piers of iron 
trestle work. The middle pier, built up 
from HID bottom of the gorge, is two 
hundred 
and 
seventv-throe 
feet 
in 


height. 


Leaving the bridge, we entered a tun- 


nel l-mill on a curve, and emerging, run 
close to the edge of tlic elift' for about 
thirty feet, and disappeared into a second 
tunnel and soon roaehed Surco. 


J ii-aving Suroo we crossed two other 


bridges, each of which is a master-piece 
of engineer!ng. 'The lirst one, built over 
the Uimac, is one hundred aiul fifteen 
feet long. 


efore and behind us to a height of at 
east two thoiis.'.nd feet, and for a consid- 
ruble portion of the distance, almost 
icrpcndiciilarly. 
The sides were 
us 


•smooth us if 
I hoy 
hud been planed oil'; 


scarcely a ledge on whieh a gout might 
lave found u fooling, was visible. 
Be- 


tween these two gigantic, walls, we wore 
uispomled on an iron trestle-work, more 
than throe hundred feet long, each end 
if which disappeared into the dark, yawn- 
ing mouth ol! a tunnel. Both of these 
tunnels were curved, and both, as well as 
the bridge, were built on a grade of be- 
tween four and live per cent. 


From thin point to Chielu is only seven 


miles, hut those seven miles were full of 
interest. The Itiniac, now u small moun- 
tain stream, gaine.d in altitude faster than 
wo did, giving rise fo a succession of 
beautiful rapids. At one point, it was 
found, in building Iho road, that tho most 
convenient; place for the track was in the 
bed of the sfreani. 
To accomplish that 


purpose, a tunnel was drilled through all 
adjacent spur, and tho water turned into 
it, leaving tho old channel dry. There 
seemed to he no obstacle which could i 
not be overcome, and hut u short dis- 
tance further on "we came to another 
magnificent specim.'ii of engineering. 
This was ai. a place where if was necessa- 
ry to turn tho road hack, but there being 
only one change of direction, a V was not 
desirable, and there was not, room enough 
to run a curve. Nothing daunted, a 
bridge was thrown across the stream, 
towards the face of the mountain, and a 
tunnel, one quarter oil a mile long, was 
drilled through tho. solid rock in 
the 


shape of a horse shoe, thus making the 
requisite curve underground. Kmergiug 
from Ihis I n n n c l and crossing a bridge, wo 
looked back and could see both ends at 
t he same t hue. 


\ \ e w o r o (hen at an a l t i t u d e of over 


I l . i l l H I feet, and some of our parU began 
to feel the eil'ivlx of the rurilied atmos- 
phere. Soroche is t h e name given to tlui 
peciiliar elt'eels it, has on some people, 
nn.re oupeeiidly lleshy persons, and those 
u h o have weak lungs.

Those accustomed to living 
in such high altitudes experience no 
unpleasant sensations under any circum- 
stances, 
LJA few more funnels, a bridge or two, 
and the end of our journey wan reached. 
Chiclu, is a small Indian town composed 
chiolly of mud huts, nestled together by 
tho side of t he Kimuo, in u vulley sur- 
rounded by high mountains. Since it 
became the terminus, it has risen to 
some iinportanee utfrtiteing the objective 
point of all the rniile ami 
llama trains, 


laden w i t h the prodnctsof the interior, 
which are brought hero for transfer t.o tho 
railroad. 


After remaining al Chichi about an 


hour, all hands boarded the oar once 
more, t he brake was slackened, and wc 
comnicnced our slide downward. Turn- 
ing to take a last look at tho place, ] ob- 
served, over anil above the town, tho 
mouth of the forty-first tunnel, a remind- 
er that there was much more to be seen 
higher up. 


The down t r i p was, by fur, tho pleasant- 


esi ride by rail I have ever enjoyed. ^I'lio 
throlile was l i g h t l y elosed,' the only 
steam required being {.Ihut necessary to 
work the brake, and check our headway. 
There was no smoke, no jar, no pulling of 
f l i c engine, no noise except, tho rolling of 
die trucks, and the occasional dialling of 
tlio brake. 
Wo wore simply sliding down 


a hill eighty-six miles long.

C not only saw the mouth of a 
funnel several feet above, but still higher 
above that was a second tunnel and track, 
while oil' to the loft was a bridge sus- 
pended in mid air. 
After that sight, 


nothing would have surprised me. We 
soon found ourselves at tlic mouth of the 
lirst tunnel. This was built with .double 
curvature; 
that is, like the letter S, 


though not, of course, with such extreme, 
curvatui'o. 
We passed through this, and 


several other tunnels, in 
quick suc- 


cession, and finally stopped on the high- 
est of the tracks. From here the view 
was magnificent. Beyond, across the val- 
ley, 
the grand old mountains reared their 


heads Uvo or (hive thousand feet above 
us, while almost over our heads the 
rugged sides of mir mountain rose to the 
same i-li'/,/,y height, .lust below was the 
track wo had traversed a moment before, 
while far down info the valley,the village 
of Surco, with its mud houses and grassy 
fields, the 
Itimac, rushing, tumbling, 


foaming, in its rocky bed, and the railway 
winding its way here and there, back 
ami 
forth, presented a scone 
which 


seemed far more 
like some beautiful 


painting than reality. 


As we advanced, tho mountains in- 


creased in altitude, their sides grow more 
abrupt, and the.conligiiratioli of: the coun- 
try was such that horse-shoes were out of 
the. question: so that in building the road, 
another device had been resorted to, to 
gain the requisite altitude, and not in- 
crease the grade. This was to make what 
is termed a " V." There are live on tho 
road, the lirst one of which we reached a 
few miles out of Matueami. In making 
tho ascent, wo ran fo the end of one track, 
switched 
oil' 
and 
backed 
up 
a 


second 
track, 
switched 
oil' 
again, 


and 
went 
ahead 
on 
the 


third 
track, thus climbing a 
moun- 


tain whoso sides wore not many degrees 
from the perpendicular. -Then on, in and 
out of tunnels, along tlic. odge o£ fright- 
ful precipices, climbing another "V," 
higher and higher, then more tunnels, 
more bridges, more precipices, in quick 
succession, and still we. went up, and tho 
higher we rose, the higher tlio mountains 
towered above us. 


Seventy miles from Lima, wo passed 


San Mateo, at an altitude, of 10,500 feet 
al love the sea level, liunning along tho 
mountain side, several hundred foot above, 
the town was spread out before us like a 
panorama. 


Two miles and one-halt' from San Ma- 


teo, we arrived at the, most wonderful 
piece of engineering on tho road, and 
which, perhaps, hardly has its eipia! in 
the world. This is "Hell's Bridge." It
